Organised Emigration. 

It is expected that the Dominions will 
agree to participate in a continuance of 
the Exhibition at Wembley in 1925; and 
among the considerations which have en- 
couraged this hope is the fact that already 
the Exhibition has gone far to remove the 
prejudice against overseas settlement. In 
recent years the colonising stock in 
Britain, formerly so fertile, seemed to be 
exhausted, and since the war people have 
shown themselves readier to exist miser- 
ably on a ‘“‘dole’’ than to carve out 
fortunes, like earlier generations, in the 
new countries. On the one hand, the 
Dominions have lamented the difficulty in 
recruiting their population and peopling 
their wide territories with good blood from 
the homelands; on the other, Britain has 
laboured under a burden of unemployment 
for which, in thé present economic pass of 
Europe, there has seemed to be no relief. 
Wembley has altered the common citizen’s 
notion of colonial life and the reluctance 
to emigrate has been lessened. Miss Bond- 
field, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Labour, has gone to Canada 
with a delegation, invited by the Federal 
Government, to inquire into the poten- 
tialities of the Dominion for the absorp- 
tion of British boys and girls. This 
investigation follows a discussion which 
took place at the recent meeting of the 
British Association in Toronto. ' A com- 
mittee of the Association reported that the 
mutual interests of the Dominions and the 


| pated and hay is described as “one of the 


bulkiest crops for years.” Barley is up 
to the average and turnips also have done 
reasonably well. On the other side of the 
picture. a shortage of fuel is expected, 
owing to the effect of the wet weather on 
the gathering of turf; corn has been slow 
in ripening and the harvest has been 
delayed; mangels and flax are below the 
average. Oats are variable; on dry soil 
the crop promises well, but in the low- 
lying districts fields of oats are thin, short 
and weedy. In some counties the yield of 
grain and straw is above the average and, 
where threshing has been begun, it is de- 
scribed as satisfactory and fair in quality. 
The cutting of this crop, however, 
threatens to be slow and costly owing to 
the excessive damp; and it is feared that 
a large proportion of the barley crop may 
be unfit for malting from the same cause. 
The attack of potato blight which occurred 
during August took heavy toll of the un- 
sprayed fields and left the foliage and 
stalks in some districts withered and 
blackened. Where the fields wero sprayed 
thoroughly, however, the disease did little 
damage, and fields remain green and 
healthy. If the remaining part of the 
ripening season is marked by dry weather, 
the crop ought to be good everywhere 
except in the low-lying districts. The 
quality of the tubers which have been dug 
is higher than was expected. On 
the whole, the tone of the official report is 
reassuring, but much depends on the 
weather during the next few weeks. There 
seems to be a reasonably good prospect of 
drier conditions. The continuance of the 
bright sunshine of last Saturday would be 
a real blessing for the farmers.

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THE BOUNDARY CRISIS.

In well-informed political circles yester- 
day it seemed to be a general opinion that 
the Cabinet of Northern Ireland, when it 
meets at Cleve Court, Streatley-on- 


‘Thames, on Tuesday, will confirm the re- 


fusal of Sir James Craig to appoint a 
representative. on the Boundary Com- 
mission. Jt is understood that nearly all 
the members of the Cabinet will be 
present at what will be an historical 
athering, as most of them arrived in 
ndon during the week-end. Mr. Arch- 
dale, however, will remain in Belfast, 
while Lord Londonderry may be prevented 
from attending by an important engage- 
ment in the North of England. Hope that 
there will be any other conclusion to their 
deliberations than a blank refusa] seems 
to be dead, though in some quarters it is 
thought that the Conservative leaders on 
this side may try to bring about a change 
of opinion. It is recognised that the 
present situation is causing considerable 
disquietude in Conservative circles. 

I understand that the view beld by Mr. 
Baldwin himself is that it would be better 
to let the Boundary Commission function 
and await the result. If tbat should 
prove to be a decision that a large transfer 
of territory has been decided upon, then 
the Conservatives would be in a position 
to oppose it on the ground that it goes 
beyond what were clearly understood by 
them to be the terms of reference. If this 
is the correct attitude of the Conservative 
leader, it seems that the opposition to the 
Irish Bill will not be very strong in either 
the House of Commons or the House of 
Lords, and that the risk of a general 
election on the Irish question wil] be 
small.

The present position of the coal mining 
industry in Great Britain furnishes a 
valuable example of the danger which is 
run by modern States when they allow 
politics to interfere with the smooth 
working of economic law. Through- 
out the coal-mining areas of England, 
Scotland and Wales pits are being closed 
down in consequence of failing orders, and 
thousands of colliers are being thrown out 
of work. The cause of this depression in 
one of Britain's greatest industries is not 
obscure. When the victorious . Allies 
decided to compel Germany to pay large 
sums in reparation of the damage which 
the German Army wrought in Europe dur- 
ing the war, their action seemed to every- 
body to be just and wise. One thing, 
however, appeared to be forgotten by the 
Treaty makers: the transference of values 
from one economic unit to another is an 
extremely delicate business. When the 
Germans defeated the French in the war 
of 1870-1871 they imposed what at that 
time was regarded as the huge indemnity 
of £200,000,000 on their 
enemies ; and the French, as the result 
of a magnificent national effort, paid the 
money within two years. Those payments 
were made in gold and undoubtedly threw 
the financial world into temporary con- 
fusion ; but Germany simply locked up the 
£200,000,000 worth of gold in the Julius- 
turm at Spandau, and the matter was 
forgotten in a very short space of time. 
At the end of the Great War politicians 
and people alike worked on this precedent 
in all their calculations concerning Ger- 
many’s indebtedness to the Allies. 

The world has undergone many radical | 
changes since Sédan; indeed, Europe's 
whole economic system, as we know it to- 
day, has been evolved during the last fifty 
years. The Versailles Treaty did not take 
this fact sufficiently seriously into account 
when it laid on Germany the obligation to 
pay the sum of £6,600,000,000 to the Allies ; 
and, although subsequent conferences have 
whittled that sum down to a more reason- 
able figure, the basic problem remains 
unsolved. Since Germany cannot possibly 
pay even a fraction of her debt in gold 
she must pay in kind. In other 
words, her annua] exports must exceed 
her annual imports by a sum which will 
be the measure of her mazimum yearly 
payments to her conquerors. There is no 
escape from the dilemma, of which both 
horns are equally sharp. In order to pay 
the Allies, Germany must supply them 
with goods and services, in return for 
which they give her nothing; and the 
science of economics makes no provision 
for such a transaction. The Germans must 
increase their exports and diminish their 
imports. They must work longer hours for 
less wages, and generally must lower the 
standard of their lives. Naturally, their 
surplus goods will come into the keenest 
competition with the goods which are pro- 
duced by the Allied countries. 

Coal is Germany’s gréatest product, and 
it happens also to be one of the principal 
products of the British Isles. If she is to 
fulfil her Treaty obligations, Germany 
must export coal to her maximum capacity. 
She must force British coal out of the 
foreign market in order to be able to pay 
France punctually with bills on Rome, 
Amsterdam, Madrid and even London. 
The process has started already. The 
depression in the British coal fields is a 
direct consequence of Germany's efforts to 
“speed up” her coal industry; and, un-

as a haphazard scattering of the race, but 
must be organised, directed and controlled. 
The Dominions will not accept as welcome 
settlers the ne’er-do-well or the unemploy- 
able idler of the Old World, and it is not 
to the interest of Britain that the States 
of the Commonwealth should grow, as it 
were, at random. [Ireland is naturally 
more concerned to keep her people at home 
than to fit them for emigration; yet young 
people are pouring overseas from the Free 
State. If we must continue to send 
emigrants from our island, it would be 
well if they, too, were trained in advance 
for the conditions of the new countries. 
Most of our emigrants go to the over- 
crowded urban life of the United States, 
there to take up low-grade, unskilled 
occupations. It would be better for them- 
selves and for Ireland if they carried their 
sturdy energies to the ranches of Canada 
and Australia, where they might win to 
their own farms and. found happy and 
healthy families. Trish emigration to 
Australia, once large, has now almost 
ceased, and the proportion of Irish blood 
in the island continent is fast diminish- 
ing. If our young people were fitted for 
emigration, they would be fitted also to 
stay at home. The willingness to accept 
unskilled employments and to swell the 
parasitic trade of middlemen not only pre- 
vents young Irishmen from enjoying 
prosperous careers in the Dominions, but 
unfits them to build up their own land.

The Lost Scholar. 


“Mark what ills the scholar's life 
assail!’’ Dr. di Martino Fusco, whose re- 
ported discovery of the lost books of Livy 
made such a stir, is a fugitive from 
justice. He has taken to the hills, and 
the Italian. Government has issued a 
warrant for his production “dead or 
alive.’’ It is not an offence under any 
code to have failed to discover the missing 
books, or even to have advanced a false 
claim to their discovery; the Italian 
Government’s action is based on the 
assumption that Dr. di Martino Fusco has 
discovered them. He is charged, it 
appears, with a raid upon the lawful 
property of the State. His story is that 
he found the precious codex—the entire 
142 books of Livy—in the vaults of an 
ancient monastery under the Castel dell’- 
Ovo, which now serves as the military 
prison of Naples. He argues that, as he 
did not find them in the fortress itself, 
they are his exclusive property; but the 
State takes a different view. In this 
claim, as we learn with some disappoint- 
ment, Dr. di Martini Fusco is animated 
by a more material motive than pure zeal 
for scholarship. He proposes to sell the 
rights of publication in different countries, 
and then to offer the original manuscripts 
to England or America for the sum of 
one million pounds. Concerning the truth 
of the alleged discovery the world of learn- 
ing still wavers between hope and 
scepticism. On the one hand, the whole 
conduct of the young scholar—he is still 
under thirty—is highly suspicious. On 
the other hand, some reputable experts 
vouch for his good faith, and Dr. Max 
Funke, of Leipzig, writes in the Letpztger 
Tageblatt that he was permitted to see one 
of the many volumes, to examine the 
script and to copy four lines, which the 
Tageblatt has reproduced in facsimile. 
The letters are of the oldest Latin script, 
and Dr. di Martino Fusco attributes the 
codex to one of the three caligraphic 
schools of the sixth century. He declared 
that the volume of which Dr. Funke had 
a so tantalising glimpse described in detail 
the history of the founding of Carthage. 
Fortunately, the mystery is likely to be 
solved in the near future. The winter is 
approaching, and unless Dr. di Martino 
Fusco is cast in a truly heroic mould he 
will prefer the police and the reporters to 
the chilly companionship of Soracte’s 
candid snows. ?

His actual singing of the songs was done in 
the same mood.

Mr. Coates was happiest in the Elizabethan 
and Stuart group. His technique gave full 
value to the long symmetrical sentences, and 
the easy tenor of the sentiment accorded with 
the light mood in which tH® singer set out on 
his programme. Of his first song, ‘‘ All in a 
Garden Green ”—a compdsition of the time of 
Elizabeth—he said that Trinity College, Dub- 
lin, had the manuscript: and when he sang 
a composition of John Dowland he mentioned 
the belief that the composer was born near 
Dublin. With love-songs by Thomas Morley 
(1600), Thomas Ford (1607), and John Gamble 
(1657)—introduced with humorous notes on 
the respective composers—he led on to a 
joyous ‘‘ Anglers’ Song,” ascribed, as to the 
words, to Izaak Walton, and set by that 
Master Lawes whose name has passed beyond 
musical antiquaries through some lines of 
Milton. Mr. Coates said that he enjoyed the 
song, and so he repeated it; and it happened 
that the audience enjoyed it, too, and was 
glad to have it again.

Mr. Coates made a second group, with settings 
of poems by Thomas Moore and Mr. W. 
Yeats—a curious combination, hardly justified 
by the fact of the poet’s Irish birth; and none 
of the settings was by an Irish composer. 
An imaginative musical treatment of ‘‘ The 
Cloths of Heaven’’ was stated to be the 
work of a composer who is still a student. 
“ The Lake Isle of Innisfree ’’ was sung to 
a setting by Angus Morrison. Mr. Yeats has 
often told how the poem came to him when 
in a busy London street he heard th» tinkle 
of water, which cam: from a shop window, 
where to catch the eye a little ball was sus- 
tained by a jet of water. The accompaniment 
in this musical setting 4 a moto perpetuo, 
suggesting that sustained tinkle of water. 
Mr. T. H. Weaving, the accompanist, 
deserved, and won, special compliment for 
his playing in that song. “ The Fiddler of 
Dooney ' was Mr. “.

The foreign group was, in comparison with 
the rest oí the programme, a cisappointment.

(Alfred Brennan), one was not clear whether 
Mr. Coates intended to express depths of 
sincerity or was half laughing at the devoted 
wayfarer. In Gretchaninov’s ‘ Dreary 
Steppe’ the change of mood was achieved 
less vividly than one expected. That was 
strange in Mr. Coates, who is usually a 
complete master of tonal expression. 

This group, indeed, led one to doubt 
whether Mr. Coates will maintain as a 
recitalist the high reputation he holds in 
connection with the larger forms. Gifted, 
beyond many, to sustain a lofty mood in an 
extensive art, such as Gerontius or 
Lohengrin, he seems not to have that power 
to take an audience from ice to fire which 
is required in the ideal recitalist. He had 
taken a gallant tone with the Elizabethans 
and their Court music, and he seemed bound 
to keep that tone for the afternoon. The two 
old French songs, “fe beau sejour’’ and 
“La chanson du Tambourineur,’’ were in 
accord with his chosen mood, and went gaily.

The Coal Situation. 


The coal position in this cont is 
becoming very serious; for in many places 


the pits are being closed down and the: 


miners thrown out of work, while in others 
the men are working short time only. It 
seoms that the day has come when the pro- 
gressive decline in our coal exports has 
reached a serious, if not dangerous, stage. 
Germany is now 3 formidable competitor, 
while France is producing more coal than 
she did before the war. German miners 


have had to increase their hours 2nd to 


work for lower wages, with the result that 
German mineowners are in a position to 
sell coal at a lower price than that mined 
in this country. The outlook is regarded 
as being so serious that a conference is to 
be held at an early date between the 
colliery owners and the miners to decide 
what shall be done. 


The Home Market. 


It might be well worth the while of the 
conference to turn its attention to the 
domestic market at home. Coal] in London 
now costs the householder several shillings 
a ton more than it cost him last autumn 
when the foreign competition was not x 
pronounced. Nobody will shoulder th. 
blame for this advance, but it is obvious 
that somebody must be making money out 
of it. In the circumstances it is not sur- 
prising that the Minister of Mines has 
determined to take steps to deal with what 
is really a heavy tax on the poor. He has 
just announced that before long steps will 
be taken in Parliament of a drastic, but 
necessary, character which will enable the 
domestic consumer to be supplied with 
coal at a price consistent with the costs of 
production. Cheaper coal both for indus- 
trial and domestic purposes is a crying 
need in these days of intense trade com- 
petition, and, since neither the owner nor 
the miner appears to be making extra- 
ordinary profits, it will be as well to find 
out where the money does go. 


The Covent Garden Strike. 


The report of the court of inquiry set 
up to inquire into the Covent Garden dis- 
pute has very neatly rapped the knuckles 
of the trade union most concerned. The 
report says that the actual stoppage was 
unofficial, and had the union executive in- 
sisted on a return to work pending negotia- 
tions, much of what, as now transpires, 
was a misunderstanding of the actua! 
position would easily have been cleared up. 
The Court also mentioned that the men 
ought to return to work pending a deter- 
mination of the matter. Given such a 
decision, it might have been supposed that 
an effort would have been made on the 
part of the union to bring about an imme- 
diate resumption of work, since many of 
the men must be suffering rather acutely ; 


but it is unlikely that there will be a 


return of the strikers yet, though a meet- 
ing was held to-day to discuss the -report.

STATEMENT BY SIR A. 
GRANT,

A representative of the Press Association 
interviewed Sir Alexander Grant at his Hamp- 
stead home, Moray House, last evening, with 
regard to the endowmert which he has pro- 
vided for the motor car for the Premier, Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald. 

Sir Alexander said:—‘‘ Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald is a very old friend of mine. I have 
felt for him, always, the affection of «a 
brother. He is a fine type of man, God-fear- 
ing, straight, and without any humbug. 

“ He stayed with me in Fdinburgh, bharúir 
after he became Prime Minister, and 
noticed he was looking ill. The fact was, 
he was working too hard, and there was news- 
paper comment at the time upon his apparent 
ill-health. I felt that he was taking too much 
out of himself, and this was confirmed when 
I heard that he was travelling about by the 
underground railway. For instance, on the 
night when he delivered his fine speech at 
the Pilgrims’ dinner, it had been arranged 
that after he left the hall he should take a 
train to Baker street, and travel thence, by 
the Metropolitan Railway, to a point near 
Chequers, where he was to go on by a Ford 
car. I remonstrated with him about the way 
he was using himself, urging that it was not 
fair, and I offered to give him a motor car. 

“ Mr. Macdonald then replied :—‘I might be 
out of office to-morrow, and then could not 
afford to keep a car.” ‘ Will you accept a 
car from me’’ I asked, and [I offered to set 
aside sufficient shares to pay the expenses of 
a motor car, on condition that the shares 
should revert to myself, or my heirs.’ 

“Mr. Macdonald’s reply was:—‘There are 
few people that I would accept such an offer 
from, and you are one of the three men from 
whom it is possible for me to take it.’ ” 

Sir Alexander added that the figure of 
thirty thousand shares was arrived at after 
considering what sum would be necessary to 
clear the car of all expenses, including income 
tax and super tax. 

The thirty thousand preference shares would 
give Mr. Macdonald no influence on the bust- 
ness of the firm, as preference shareholders 
were expressly debarred from taking any part 
in the management.

STOCKHOLM CONFERENCE. 


STOCKHOLM, Friday. 
The General Average Committee 's proposal, 
which was examined by the Draft Committee, 
was accepted by the Law Conference, which 
also accepted a resolution proposed by Sir 
Norman Hill—that the revised rules should 
be submitted for the consideration of shipping 
and commercial interests, and that the Con- 
ference shouid declare itself ready to call an 
extra conference in order to consider eventual 
desiderata, if the parties directly interested 
desire such a conference. The latter decision 
was brought about by the wishes expressed 
in American and German quarters. It was 
decided that the name of the new.rules should 
be the ‘‘ York-Antwerp Rules, 1924.’ 
Another proposal re a time prescription 
for the responsibility of ship repairers was 
remitted to the General Average Committee, 
which rejected the proposal. 
The principal festivities to which members 
of the Law Association were invited during 
the week were a banquet given by the City of 
Stockholm in the new Town Hall, in the 
regence of the Crown Prince and Crown 
rincess, and Friday’s excursion to Upsala, 
where the members, inter alia, visited the 
Cathedral under the guidance of Archbishop 
Scederblom. The Governor entertained the 
members to tea, and the town of Upsala gave 
a dinner in honour of the visitors, who later 
in the evening returned to Stockholm.—

that for each ass of wage or salary there 
would be a full pound of service; and, how- 
ever difficult it might be, the definite direc- 
tion of available capital resources, not to 
luxury or semi-luxury pursuits, but to the 
central industries on which the restoration of 
the country obviously depended.

MOTOR SHIP, POLAR BJORN. 

I fear that, so far as further exploration 
work is conce , we have “ shot our Wolt.” 
The summer (an euphemism) has come to an 
end, though in truth it never began. 

It is too late in the season to contemplate 
further risks with the seaplane. If a forced 
Janding were made, it is doubtful whether the 
Polar Bjorn and its party could effect a 
rescue, as‘ the ice lies too low, and the bays 
are already freezing up. 

We must content ourselves with what we 
have already done, and evacuate Liefde Bay 
before that, too, is iced in. Mr. Ellis and 
Captain Helmar Hansen have just made an 
aerial reconnaissance to the North. They re- 
port that heavy ice is lying ten miles off the 
coast. As the northern wind persists we 
must return South. 


A WILDERNESS OF CHAOS. 

Our most recent work, the exploration of 
Whalenberg’s Bay, has yielded interesting re- 
sults. Wahlenberg’s Bay had been a conun- 
drum to our sledging parties, who had toiled 
on the ice cap on either side of it. ‘The 
Arctic Pilot” says that it stretches inland 
for fourteen miles. All charts are vague and 
do not define its length or breadth. Except 
for its outer fringes no survey has been 
attempted 

We decided to explore and to survey this 
Bay, which is the most outstanding feature of 
the North-Eastland coast-line. We sailed 
down the Hinlopen Strait, feeling rather un- 
comfortable, because the Northern gales had 
brought the pack ice within sight of Verlegen 
Hook, and we did not wish to be cut off from 
our seaplane camp at Liefde Bay. Quite 
apart from the distant menace of pack there 
was considerable drift ice in the mouth of the 
Strait, and the captain of our ship was very 
concerned when we unfolded our project. 

To carry out the survey we naturally re- 
quired astronomical observations. The stars 
are never visible in the Arctic summer, and 
we had not seen the sun for many a long day. 
We were familiar with all the other elements: 
mist, north winds and snow. But the sun 
might have left our hemisphere altogether for 
all we knew. But as luck would have it, we 
landed our surveyors on a range of cliffs on 
the south side of the Bay, and our long-lost 
friend gleamed faintly from the heavens to 
greet them. The theodolite was hastily 
levelled, and the position was determined, 
though the sun was not too gracious. 

Then we sailed on to the bottom of the 
Bay, where we found a vast glacier towering 
to the distant skyline. It was no ordinary 
glacier, either in size or in feature. It was a 
wilderness of chaos. Great ice hummocks 
stood crumpled and disordered in every direc- 
tion. It was seared with crevasses and serais. 
In the bay beneath it great icebergs reared 
in phantastic shapes. The icewall thundered 
continually, as thousands of tons of ice feil 
away from it and formed themselves into 
bergs. 

FERTILE LAND DISCOVERED. 

We took the ship in as close as the sound- 
ings permitted, and landed on a stretch. of 
low-lying. ground on the north side of the 
bay. All maps had previously supposed that 
this area was covered by the main ice cap. 
But here we found a broad expanse of fertile 
land. For North Eastland the vegetation was 
luxuriant, and one might well have associated 
the many flowering plants and the soft turf 
with climes far warmer. Flocks of geese were 
feeding by the shore, and there were traces of 
reindeer innumerable. There were also many 
bear tracks. We climbed to the summit of a 
crag from which observations could be taken. 
We found that we were on a peninsula, to 
the north-east of which a low-lying valley ran 
far inland. 

To the east was a shallow lagoon, bounded 
on its further side by the walls of the great 
glacier which runs from beyond the north side 
of Wahlenbergs Bay to its south side. The 
extent of unknown land which we discovered 
was, roughly, one hundred square miles. We 
also discovered that Wahlensberg’s Bay 
stretches not twenty miles into North East- 
land, as the maps suppose, but forty miles 
from Cape Salander to the head of the bay. 
Thus the bay penetrates very nearly to the 
centre of North Eastland, affording the 
geologist and the glaciologist unrivalled op- 
portunities of probing into the problems which 
confront a scientific expedition in this un- 
known country. 

The discovery of this new strip of land is 
of particular interest, as it was previously sup- 
posed that the interior of North Eastland was 
merely an ice dome. On a lake in this region, 
which we have named the Oxford Peninsula, 
a Bewick’s swan was shot. No swan has ever 
before been recorded so far north, and no 
specimen has been secured either in North 
Eastland or Spitzbergen.. The wild swan 
breeds in Navaya Zemlya, Kolguev, Lapland, 
etc., and this bird must certainly have strayed 
while migrating. _We have no reason to sup- 
pose that he was breeding, but he appeared 
well-conditioned and weighed fifteen pounds. 


MOTOR BOAT IN PERIL. 

The survey was carried out by Lieutenant 
Aldous, R.E., and Mr. Relf under the most 
trying conditions. The sun was very rarely 
visible, there was a continual wind from the 
north, which on several occasions materialised 
into a gale, and there was snow every day. 
This was no weather for using a plane table 
or theodolite. The ship had continually to 
shift her anchorage as large icebergs 
threatened to crush her. We had also to con- 
sider the uncertain condition of the pack ice. 
Both the captain and Hansen thought that the 
north entrance of the strait would be blocked 
by ice when we attempted to retreat, and re- 
ports from the south were not reassuring. 

Eventually at night, during a lull in the 
wind, thé survey party went o ffin the motor 
boat to reconnoitre a distant point. They 
had not been absent an hour when a gale 
sprang up, bringing with it a brizzard from the 
ice cap. The heavy ice in the bay closed up 
and cut off the motor boat from the 
ship. After many anxious hours the little 
motor boat was spotted worming her way 
through the ice, and making heavy weather 
when she reached the open water. The 
occupants were drenched to the skin, but 
were soon revived by the warmth of the 
galley fire. On another occasion the motor 
boat was nearly swamped by the calving of 
the ice cliff. 


“ETON GLACIER.” 

We have provisionally named the many new 
features revealed by the exploration of this 
bay. Apart from the Oxford Peninsular, we 
have named the mighty glacier at the head 
of the bay the “Eton Glacier,’ after the 
alma mater of many members of the three 
Oxford Expeditions. It is preferable to name 
new features after physical pecularities they 
may ssess. Thus we have named Clover 
Leaf Bay. But for the most part! we have 
had recourse to the names of old Oxford 
buildings, and of the old and lesser known 
British explorers, whose names have been 
eliminated from recent Arctic maps by foreign 
mappers. . We have left Wahlenberg’s Bay 
fearing that the ice had closed down on us to 
the north. But we made round Verlegen 
Hook, the crucial point, with less ice opposi- 
tion than we anticipated. There was heavy 
floe ice, and through the mist we could 
dimly see the pack not far distant. We 
returned to Liefde Bay, where the seaplane, 


and in fact the whole camp, was obliterated 


with snow. The airmen “were patiently 
waiting a brief lull in the weather to enable 


them to test out the machine after her recent 
crash.

ese were some of the comparisons made 
by the President, Mr. Edward McArdle, at 
a special meeting of the Drogheda Chamber 
of Commerce, which was summoned to con-. 
sider the advance in freights recently im- 
posed by steamship companies on goods and 
live stock between Ireland and Great Britain. 
A number of large cattle shippers were 
present on invitation. 

The principal increase is one of 3s. 3d. per 
head on cattle, bringing the former rate up 
from 17s. to 20s. 3d. This is made up as 
follows:—2s. per head increase in freight 
plus 6d. per head for. penning the cattle, 
plus Od. per head for feeding them on 
transit, the two latter charges being hitherto 
unknown. The freights on sheep and lambs 
are increased proportionately, and there is 
an advance of ls. per ton on corn and feed- 
ing stuffs. 


COMPETITION KILLED. 


Mr. McArdle, who is a well-known Drog- 
heda merchant, in the course of his address, 
said that the traffic between England and 
Ireland was at present largely controlled and 
influenced by two large ‘‘combines’’ or 
shipping companies. rade and commerce 
always lose by amalgamations or ‘‘ com- 
bines,’’ because they remove the healthy 
tonic of competition, which is the best safe- 
guard for the industries of a country. They 
were often reminded of the close proximity 
of Ireland to the greatest market in Western 
Europe for foodstuffs, and the great benefit 
that this confers upon Ireland. But, when 
they came to examine the freight charges 
on the goods which we export and compare 
these with the freights which obtain in 
othér countries, they migst as well be 
situated somewhere near the middle of the 
Atlantic. 

Mr. McArdle then quoted the rates alrcady 
stated from other countries. Continuing, he 
said that the bacon industry was another 
important trade, and it costs the Limerick 
owners 14 per cent. more per ton to send 
their bacon to London than it costs America 
to send it to Liverpool. They were not 
there to consider the railway rates, which 
were also killing trade in Ireland, but he 
could not help remarking that it costs 11s. 
8d. per ton more to bring Limerick bacon 
to Drogheda than to bring American bacon 
from America to Liverpool. The freight on 
butter from New Zealand and Australia to 
London is 4s. 6d. per 56lbs., or slightly less 
than id. per lb., and the distance is over 
11,000 miles. The freight on butter from 
Drogheda to Liverpool is 40s. 9d. per ton, 
or, in other words, the Australian or New 
Zealand farmer has only to pay ls. 74d. per 
ton per 100 miles, as compared with 33s. 
11id. per ton per 100 miles on the Drogheda 
steamers. The freight from Cork to Drog- 
heda on butter is 87s. 1ld. per ton, and it 
costs almost as much to bring butter from 
the South of Ireland as it costs to bring it 
from New Zealand to London. 
_ Denmark was Ireland's greatest competitor 
in the English market, and the freight on 
bacon from Copenhagen to _ Liverpool 
is only dls. per ton, and the dis- 
tance is 1,102 miles, and on butter the 
freight charges are 47s. per ton, or about half 
the amount which the. Limerick curers~-have 
to pay from Limerick to London. The steam- 
ship companies, so far as he knew, had not 

iven any reason for increasing the rates. 

t was clear that there was something wrong. 
New countries like Canada and New Zealand 
were increasing their production of foodstuffs 
at an alarming rate, and these countries would 
be Ireland’s keenest competitors in the 
future. The question of transport by sea 
and land demanded the immediate attention 
of those who governed the country at the 
moment. The battle of the future would 
be a keen one, and their farmers and 
merchants must be put on a fair basis with 
due regard to other lands. 

Mr. Robert Webster, another » Drogheda 
merchant, asked what was the use of having 
an open market at their doors if the com- 
petitive rates were against them, and the 
scale seemed to be against them all the time. 
They were not getting a square deal. at the 
present time, as far as he could see. He 
could not understand the recent advances. 

Mr. J. C. McKeever, a large cattle 
shipper and salesmaster, said that the rates 
on cattle from Drogheda to Birkenhead were 
19s. per head, not to mention two new items 
which had never been charged before—6d. 
per head for putting the cattle into the pens 
and 9d. per head for feeding them on the 
way. In 1914 the freights were 7s. per head. 
Sheep and lambs had gone up on the same 
proportion. This was going to kill the Irish 
cattle trade as far as he could see. He sold 
cattle beyond for other people, and since the 
increased freights came into operation two of 
his clients told him that they could not con- 
tinue shipping cattle to England. They 
thought that the charges before were high 
enough, but with the new advance they 
would have to discontinue shipping the 
cattle. He knew people who took their 
cattle away from the Dublin yards to send 
them by Belfast. It was going to hit 
Drogheda very hard, if the cattle were to be 
shipped via Belfast. But there was no 
use talking about their grievances; the thing 
was the remedy. What were they going 
to do? : 

The President said that his idea would be 
to convene a meeting of all the Chambers of 
Commerce in Ireland, and invite to the meet- 
ing representatives of the Cattle Shippers 
Association and of the Farmers’ Union. 

Mr. A. J. Eleock, auctioneer, said that it 
hit the very life-blood of the nation, and 
the matter was so urgent and important that 
they should all take their coats off and get 
the whole country up. Agriculture absorbed 
anything up to 80 per cent. of the life of 
Ireland, and now a blow had been struck 
that would give a great preference to the 
foreigner over Ireland. The whole matter 
was got up by the great railway companies 
forming combines, but surely the Government 
of a country was stronger than any combine, 
They should get all their interests into line, 
and demand from their own Irish Govern- 
ment that this thing must be redressed. 

Other members having spoken on the sub-

It is expected that a definite announcement 
will be made during the coming week about 
the date of the reassembly ot Farliament, 
though it is not likely to be made until 
after the meeting of the Ulster Cabinet, which 
is to be held at Sir James Craig s residence 
to-morrow, states 7'Ae Z'imes. It is generally 
agreed in political circles, however, tnat Par- 
liament will be summoned for Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 30 instead of October 28, the date to 
which it technically stands adjourned. ‘The 
only business at the outset will be the passing 
of the bill which has been already introduced, 
and which is designed to set the Irish 
Boundary Commission in operation. Before 
the House was adjourned an undertaking was 
given that between September 3 and October 
28 no other business than this bill should be 
transacted unless by agreement among all the 
parties. It is riot expected, therefore, that 
the first stage of the Autumn Session will last 
for more than about ten days, and there will 
then be an adjournment until October 28. | 

In view of tie wotding of the bill, which 
defines an agreement come to between the 
Government and the Government of the Irish 
Free State, it is not thought that it will be 
possible to move any vital amendments to it, 
and it is generally expected that it will pass 
through the House of Commons without much 
difficulty. Its passage through the House of 
Lords is not expecte! to be so smooth, but 
there is a strong feeling that the Upper 
House will not take the responsibility of re 
jecting it outright, in view of the fact that 
this action would inevitably be followed bv 
an appeal to the country. In Government 
circles it is' believed that the bill will cer- 
tainly have been passed by the middle of 
October, and that the Boundary Commission 
will then be set up without any further loss 
of time. :

KING’S COUNTY RATE 
COLLECTION.

The arrangements made recently in connec- 

tion with the rate collection in King’s County 
came under the notice of Mr. Commissioner 
O'Keeffe at the County Council finance meet- 
ing held by him, and he altered the decisions 
of the County Couneil. 
_ In connection with districts 7 and 8, regard- 
ing which the County Council, at their meet- 
ing in August, directed that the sureties of 
ex-Collector Ravenhill should be written to 
to undertake this collection, subject to the 
conditions imposed, the Secretary said that he 
had written to the sureties, but got no reply. 

The Secretary read a letter from the Minist>r 
of Local Government stating that he could 
not sanction the Council 8 proposal to relieve 
ex-Collector Ravenhill’s sureties from their 
obligations under their bonds. 

The Commissioner appointed Mr. 
O'Connor, Durrow, Tullamore, ont of a 
number of applicants, as temporary rate 
collector for No. 7 district, subject to entering 
into a fidelity bond for £1,200 and personal 
security of £250, net more than £50 of the 
collection to be held on hands at any one time. 

The Commissioner also appointed Mr. James 
Fleming, Ballycumber, temporary rate collector 
to No. 8 district on similar conditions. 

The Minister of Local Government approved 
the temporary appointment of Mr. Patrick 
Riordan as rate collector to No. 14 district at 
7d. poundage, subject to the provision of 
personal sureties and a fidelity bond. 

The Department refused to sanction the 
appointments of Messrs. James Garrihy and 
George McKivoy as rate collectors, which were 
made at the last meeting of the County 
Council, and suggested that if the existing 
temporary Officers were giving satisfaction 
their services should be continued. 

The Commissioner directed that Mr. P. 
O'Riordan enter into his bonds without delay. 
and he rescinded the previous appointments of 
Messrs. rarrihy and McEvoy, and reappointed 
the existing temporary collectors—Mr, T. J. 
O'Shaughnessy for No. 4 district and Mr. 
Sean Mahon for No. 11 district, subject to 
the security required. .

OFFICIAL REPORT. 


FAIKLY GOOD YIELD 
EX PECTED. | 


FEARED SHORTAGE OF 
TURF.

The Department of Agriculture and 
‘echnical Instruction has issued a report on 
the state of the crops in the Free State at 
the 1st of the present month. 

After alluding to the extreme wetness of 
the month of August, the report states that 
the saving of turf was badly interfered with, 
and much of this fuel which had been cut and 
ricked in the bogs remains in such a sodden 
state that its recovery is despaired of, and 
hence a shortage of winter firing is feared in 
some counties. 

Hay has turned out to be one of the 
bulkiest crops for years. Most of the first and 
second crop, cut and saved during July, met 
with relatively little. damage, and the quality 
of this part of the crop is from fair to good. 
Late meadows cut during August suffered 
most, and a large area of old meadow hay 
still remains sir in the fields, with the 
result, that much of it will be worthlesa for 
feeding. On the whole. the general tone of 
reports shows that the crop has not been so 
much damaged as was expected, and that the 
bulk of really poor worthless hay will be 
small in proportion to the entire crop. The 
abundance of the supply is reflected in the 
prices paid for any hay sold. In the County 
Carlow first and second crop hay brought from 
£2 10s. to £3 per ton, delivered, and in the 
County Wexford the rate for small quantities 
of first and second crop and old meadow was 
irom 2s. to 2s. 6d, per cwt. for the former 
classes and 1s. 6d: for the latter. In the 
County Galway where the hay crop is de- 
scribed as wonderfully geod considering the 
weather, really prime. hay can be bought at 
£2 per ton. 


CORN CROPS, 


All corn crops ripened slowly, and the 
start of harvesting was delayed: from two to 
three weeks after the usual date. The ‘crop 
stood up well, but was slow in ripening Re. 
ports from Mid-Cork, where harvesting began 
earliest. state that the yield is unsatisfactory 
and that the sample of grain is rather 
shrivelled and badly filled. Generally, it is 
«xpected that the yield will turn out to be 
below the ve with many light grains in 
the sample. ields of oats are extremely 
variable. On dry soil the crop is of excellent 
promise, and withstood “lodging ' wel! 

On the heavier soils lodging is genera]. and 
om the wetter soils fields are, as a rule ‘thin 
short and weedy, Harvesting began in the 
earlier counties. in the last week of Auguat 
but much of the crop will not be ready os 
cutting before mid-September. vain, 
age yield of grain and straw is expected in 
some counties, and in a few districts where 
threshing has been started, yields are stated 
to be satisfactory and the sample of grain fair 
Owing to the extent of “lodging,” the cutting 
of this crop promises to be slow and costly: 
In the County Wexford all the winter oats has 
been stacked, and a good yield of grain and 
straw is anticipated. Cutting of the harlev 
crop commenced in the earlier counties o, 
August 22, and is proceeding generally over 
the country. Whe yield of grain is expected 
to be average, but the quality of the sample 
is likely to be deficient, and much of the grain 
through excess of moisture, may not be fit for 
malting. 

By the end of August all the flax grown i 
West Cork had been pulled, retted oad cheatin 
in readiness for scutching. Owing to the ad- 
verse season, the yield of fibre in that county 
is not expected to reach average. 


POTATOES GENERALLY 
SATISFACTORY. 


Potatoes, as a whole, promise better than 
the bad season would warrant. Unspraved 
fields succumbed badly to blight attack dur- 
ing August, and in some places were left with 
the foliage and stalks completely withered and 
blackened. Thoroughly sprayed fields have 
as a rule, resisted the disease well, and some 
varieties still remain quite green and healthy. 
The general opinion is that the crop, except 
on wet, low-lying fields, will turn out satisfac- 
tory, especially if the rest of the ripening 
period is dry and favourable The quality of 
the tubers, to judge from those which are 
being dug for use, is much better than the 
character of the season would have led one 
to expect. 

Mangels have made little or no growth since 
July, and most fields are patchy and uneven, 
and the yield is likely to be well below the 
average. 

Turnips as a crop are more promising than 
mangels, especially the early sown fields. Late 
sown fields are backward. In a number of 
Southern counties the crop has been badly 
affected with “ finger and toe;” and, as a re- 
sult of the’ wet summer, much loss of roots 
must result from this canse.

OUTLOOK IN WEST CORK. 


CROPS LITTLE BELOW THE 
AVERAGE. 


From Our SpPECIAL Correspondent. 
BANDON, Friday Night. 


Harvesting operations are in progress all 
over West Cork, and, although the weather 
has not been at all favourable, the greater 
portion of the corn has been reaped and. 
stooked, and in some instances threshings have 
taken place. The rainfall in West Cork has 
not been as heavy as in other counties, and, 
generally speaking, crops are little below the 
average. 

Potatoes, of which the *‘ Champion” is the 
leading variety, are grown largely, and even 
cottiers, with their acre plots, plant at least 
half the area with “Champions,” a few 
perches being devoted to early varieties. The 
quality of the potatoes has been injiriously 
affected in some areas by the constant 
moisture and the absence of heat. This 
applies particularly to districts where the soil 
is of a peaty nature. The tubers are of fair 
size, but the quality is not up to the mark. 
Should the remainder of the month keep fine 
it would improve their quality considerably. 
In other portins of the area, especially, along 
the sea coast from Kintale to Rosscarbery, the 
soil is of a sandy nature, and in the greater 
part of this area the yield is satisfactory and 
the quality excellent, Taken altogether the 
potato crop is a fair average crop; and, if no 
disease sets in, there should be sufficient to 
carry on until next May or June. This is the 
most important crop as far as the labourers 
are concerned, because. # forms a large pro- 
portion of the family diet. 

Turnips vary in quality according to the 
different classes of tillage, but, on the whole, 
they are not as prolific a crop as usual. The same 
remark applies to mangolds. Absence of heat 
prevented their development. and, generally 
rcaking. they are much below the average 
size. Cabbages have done fairly well through- 
out the district. 

The principal grain crop is black oats. The — 
incessant rain uced a long straw, and 
‘lodging’ was frequently to be found. The 
grain is not as sound as usual and the yield 
is on the light side. These remarks are also 
applicable to wheat, of which a fair amount 
was cultivated,

NO BOUNDARY FOR US. 


Mr. de Valera now explained why he had, 
as he said, refrained from publishing anything 
about the negotiations of that time. ‘‘ We 
are not interested in the Boundary Commis- 
sion,” he declared, “except to the extent 
that everyone is interested in anything that 
is of concern to the future of the country. 
But whether they do or do not rectify the 
boundary, there will be no boundary for us. 
They have the poor Free State people in this 
way, that whether thev have a commission or 
not they are going to be cheated.” 

Having quoted extracts from correspondence 
between Mr. Lloyd George and Sir James 
Craig to support his contention that: when 
the Treaty was signed the British signatories 
knew that Clause 12 involved the transfer of 
areas, Mr. de Valera read portion of an un- 
published letter sent to himself by Mr. Arthur 
Griffith during the negotiations. in the course 
of the letter, which was dated. Hans place, 
12th November, Mr. Griffith said :— 

“ Lioyd George and his colleagues are 
sending a further reply to the Ulsterman, 
refusing their dominion proposal, but offer 
ing to create an all-Ireland Parliament.

Mr. de '" lera said that he was sure that 
there were dozens of such passages. which 
made clear what the British signatories had 
in their minds at the time. The moral of it 
all was that England wanted to divide the 
country, to fool both North and South. She 
had found it easier to fool the South, and 
then she sided with the other side. He put 
it to the meeting that they could be happy 
and prosperous in North and South only when 
they became one nation. He wanted them 
all to stand together for Irish freedom, for 
in the face of that cordial unity which the 
United Irishmen, the forefathers of those in 
the North, spoke of, nothing on the earth 
could prevent them from obtaining it. 

He did not, he said, want to dwell on the 
low, despicable tricking by which the British 
Ministers had cdreied on their game. He 
went on to speak of the good-will which had 
animated the Irish leaders in their negotia- 
tions with England, anl their sincere desire 
to become a friendly neighbour, willing to 
co-operate with the other island in matters 
of mutual concern. Instead of being met 
in the same spirit, they were met in the 
mean, haggling spirit of the politician, and 
not in the spirit of the statesman.

KING'S, COUNTY UNION SALARIES — 
Several applications for increases of salary 
from members of the staff of the King’s 
‘CountyBoard of Health have been refused by 
the Commissioner in charge of the Union.

When empties 
have to be returned from, say, England 
traders there have to prepare and hand to the 
carrying companies Customs forms ‘to enable 


arrival at Dublin, importation forms have to 
be filled up by carriers or by the consignees, 
and Customs clearing charges, freight, cartage 
and the new tax have to be paid. Railway 
companies, too, not infrequently break up 
consignments of several packages into two, 
three or more lots, every lot requiring 
separate entry forms and being liable for 
separate charges. Since Irish firms are com- 
peting against cross-Channel houses, whose 
motor cars will deliver to, and collect from, 
customers’ houses free of charge, how can 
Irish manufacturers hope to get any profit at 
all from business of this kind? If I am rightly 
informed, some clastes of business have 
suffered severely since April, 1923. It is time 
that some joint action were taken by manu- 
factnrers and traders if Irish trade is to be 
saved.—Yours, etc., “ Container.”

Srr,— Major Cooper, in his letter of Thurs- 
day, says that he moved an amendment 
‘exempting books from the sixpenny tax,” 
but had withdrawn it because of the difficulty 
of *' differentiating between books and other 
articles,” Surely it Wonld be quite easy to 
do so, - Every parcel must have the contents 
plainly stated outside, and books are, of all 
things, easiest to recognise. No mistake could 
be made. Here, with a large school and many 
teachers, this tax falls very heavily because 
of the many books which are not to be had in 
lreland. The tax is unfair, unless the article 
taxed is to be had in Ireland, and there are 
many things that cannot be procured. 
Everybody is protesting against this tax, 
and what your correspondent ‘‘T.” says in your 
issue of Thursday last is quite true—that the 
imposition of this tax, far from discouraging 
us from sending to England for goods, makes 
us send for a larger quantity. than we should 
otherwise order. I myself and many others 
that I-know have done so already. ere are 
many students here who obtain valuable 
books ef reference from free libraries in 
England—books which cannot be obtained in 
Ireland—and the payment of sixpence on 
every .exchange, in addition to the postage, 
would be an expensive item for a poor 
student.—-Yours; ete., ‘‘ Poor Scnorar.’’

Srr,—The new Customs and postal rates 
which came into force lately appear to me 
totally absurd. The ideals of the Minister of 
Finance are too far-fetched, and it remains 
to be seen whether the commercial and retail 
trade will support him in what is nothing 
more than a Coercion Act in this Free State, 
and this is an Act which has always been con- 
demned in Ireland. When I say “Coercion 
Act” I refer to the fact that traders must 
deal with wholesalers in Ireland or be sub- 
jected to practically a fine of sixpence. 

There is no wholesale house in this Free 
State or Northern Ireland large enough to hold 
the stocks necessary to keep the retail trade 
supplied, and it is on retail business mostly 
that the prosperity of trade depends. In the 
chemistry business the hardship will be keenly 
felt, and it will also be a thorn in the side of 
the medical For a 
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spirit or sugar, because, if so, the patient 
must pay at least three shillings more for the 
medicine ordered—Customs and postal charges, 
besides the ordinary parcel post? 

I know that the finance of the country must 
be kept up, but, with all due respect to the 
Minister of Finance, he is not going to do it 
by the policy which he is at present adopting. 
Although I have given over such things as 
politics for the last ten years, still I think 
that his policy is to cut off English goods 
entirely and trust to our own. We cannot do 
so at the present time, and it is bad policy 
to fight with a rich neighbour like England, 
as we buy their goods and they are large 
consumers of ours.—Yours, etc.,

THE REBUILDING OF SACKVILLE. 
‘ \ STREET, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMER 

Srtr,—I have read with interest the article 
in your issue of the llth inst. on the re- 
building of Upper Sackville street. As a 
visitor to Dublin, it appears to me that the 
authorities should insist that all new build. 
ings should be erected in accordance with the 
plans and «specifications prepared by the 
officials, who would carefully consider the 
future of Dublin, and of Sackville street in 
particular, before submitting such plans for 
the confirmation and approval of the authori- 
ties. 

Having regard to the deplorable condition 
of Upper Sackville street, and with the ob- 
ject of effecting an improvement thereof with- 
out unnecessary delay, may I suggest for the 
consideration of all whe are interested that, 
in the event of the authorities and the site- 
owners failing to settle their differences, ‘the 
tite-owners should grant leases of the sites 
for, say, minety-nine years, at reasonable 
ground renta? Tf such leases are offered and 
taken tip, the lessors will possess first-class 
securities in their freehold ground rents, 
which are easily dealt with, and the lessees 
will be able to deal with their leaseholds in 
several ways :— ,, 

(1). Sell outright, subject to original ground 
rent. 

(2). Sell the site and buildings, grant a 
sub-lease thereof to the purchaser and re- 
serve an increased ground rent. 

(á). Charge a premium, grant a sub-lease 
and reserve an increased ground rent. 

(4). Grant a sub-lease for seven, fourteen, 
or twenty-one years at a rack rent. 

The terms to be granted by the sub-leases 
referred to in (2). and (3) ought to be for the 
term of ninety-nine years granted to the 
lessee, except the last three days thereof, so 
that the’ Sub-lessees may be able to grant 
under-leases ont of the terms held by them 
and reserve further increased ground rents. 
The lessees, having taken over the liability 
to rebuild acrording to the plan and specifi- 
cations, will, I nresume, be entitled to receive 
the compensation awarded. It may be that 
the site-owners do not own the freehold and 
are themselves lessees; but, if so, the leases 
under which they hold may create terms out 
of which the lessees may grant sub-terms of 
ninety-nine years, Further, it may be - pos- 
sible to enlarge such original terms into hold- 
ings in fee-simple, but as to this the lessees 
will consult their solicitors. 

If the authorities and the site-owners can- 
not come to terms, and if the site-owners will 
grant leases on terms acceptable to prospec- 
tive lessees, then, as one having had much 
experience in the development of large estates 
by means of the leasehold system, I believe that, 
if such leases are taken up, the ultimate re- 
sult-will be beneficial not only to lexsors and 
lessees hut also to the citizens of Dublin.—
